Too high hopes for summit can easily be shattered

The way the world's Communist lead- 


ers evidently 
interpret 
the word 


"peace" suggests to many in the West 
a need for a "handle with care" label 
on the Soviet-American detente. 


Supporting the advertised aims of 


summits is much like being in favor of 
motherhood. Nobody's going to be pub- 
licly against peace and international 
collaboration. 


But the investment of too-high hopes 


in the long-range results of the series 
of summits could mean building up the 
Western public for a jolting letdown at 


some future date. As the Middle East 
war proved last October, it's not diffi- 
cult to set the process of confrontation 
in motion. 


There are valid-looking reasons for 


the caution. 


One reason is the Soviet approach to 


the summit. It is clear from the thrust 
of Communist propaganda that West- 
ern and'Communist regimes speak en- 
tirely different languages, have differ- 
ent definitions of terms, different 
outlooks on just what constitutes peace. 


From what the Soviet leaders and 


press have been saying, Moscow's aim 


is not what Americans might regard as 
real peace, but rather to gain certain 
advantages from commerce with the 
West while at the same time exploiting 
the difficulties of the capitalist world, 
particularly in its citadel, the United 
States. 


True, the summitry that began in 


1972 produced an upsurge of Soviet- 
American trade and agreements on sci- 
entific 
and 
economic 
collaboration, 


which might be considered as good 
omens. 


But the meat of the summit business 


is the arms race, and analysis suggests 
that not enough has happened in that 


respect to warrant vaulting hopes. 
Agreements in the field evidently have 
been sufficiently porous to permit con- 
tinuing and significant buildups. 


If President Nixon and Leonid Brezh- 


nev cannot reach meaningful agree- 
ment on strategic arms limitation, the 
arsenals likely will be far bigger and 
potentially more devastating, no mat- 
ter what economic, technical and cul- 
tural pacts are achieved.

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) - The body of 


Mrs. Martin Luther King Sr. lies in 
state today at the Ebenezer Baptist 
Church where her father, husband and 
two sons preached for decades. 


Mrs. King, 69, was shot to death Sun- 


day in the simple red brick church 
near downtown Atlanta while she sat at 
the organ and the choir sang 
"The 


Lord's Prayer." A church deacon also 
was killed and a church member 
wounded when a young black man 
opened fire with two pistols. 


Funeral services for Mrs. King were 


set for Wednesday. 


Marcus Wayne Chenault, 23, of Day- 


ton, Ohio, was bound over to a grand 
jury Monday on two counts of murder 
and one of aggravated assault. 


The FBI announced Monday it was 


entering the case, on the direction of 
the Civil Rights Division of the U.S. 
Justice Department, primarily to in- 
vestigate the possibility of a conspi- 
racy. 


Leo Conroy, head of the Atlanta FBI 


office, said the FBI investigation was 
being conducted "here and in Ohio and 
certain other places that might be rele- 
vant." 


Three civil rights leaders, the Rev. 


Ralph David Abernathy, the Rev. Jesse 
Jackson and Hosea Williams, said Sun- 
day they believed the shooting of Mrs. 
King might be part of a conspiracy. 
Authorities said, however, they found 
no evidence of a plot. 


Chenault, a boyish-looking former 


Ohio State University student, told the 
court during a brief arraignment Mon- 
day, "My name is Servant Jacob. I'm a 
Hebrew. I was sent here on a purpose 
and it's partly accomplished." 


His attorney explained that Chenault 


was describing himself as "a black fol-

into the Ebenezer Baptist Church Sun- 
day. Asked if he had shot anyone, 
Chenault replied, "i assume that I shot 
someone."

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — 


Thousands of Argentines weeping and 
shouting, "Long live Peron!" "Long 
live the leader!" and "Goodby Peron!" 
bade an emotional farewell to their 
leader today. 


Many threw white flowers over his 


black wooden coffin as it entered the 
Plaza de Mayo on its journey to the Na- 
tional Cathedral and a funeral Mass. 


The coffin — draped in Argentina's 


blue and white flag and topped with Pe- 
ron's general's cap and sword — was 
carried on a gun carriage for the last 
part of the solemn 10-mile journey to 
the cathedral. 


When it arrived, 12 grenadiers took 


hold of the coffin and carried it inside, 
where a eulogy was read. Afterward, 
the coffin was again borne on the gun 
carriage 15 blocks to the Congress. 


Huge crowds boiled around the car- 


riage, crowding the prancing horse and 
throwing a light snow of flowers over 
the casket. They chanted over and 
over: "Pe-ron! Pe-ron! Pe-ron!" 


Eight thousand soldiers were postec 


to render honors, and thousands of po- 
lice provided a tight net of security for 
Peron in death as they did for him in 
life. 


The carriage was accompanied by 


Peron's widow and vice president, Isa- 
bel, who took over the presidency after 
Peron died of a heart attack Monday. 
The funeral was part of a two-day fare- 
well to Peron, leader of the Argentine 
people for 30 years in power or in exile. 


Thousands of residents along the 


wide Avenida de Libertador poked 


their heads out of highrise apartment 
buildings to witness the funeral proces- 
sion under cloudy winter skies. Thou- 
sands more crowded the streets below. 


Combat troops lined the broad streets 


leading into the Plaza de Mayo and the 
cathedral. Cavalry troops dressed in 
black top hats and red coats waited 
several blocks from the palm-ringed 
plaza to accompany the cortege. 


The body of the 78-year-old Peron 


later will lie in state in the domed, col- 
umned Congress building while Argen- 
tines, four abreast, file by. A state fu- 
neral will be held Wednesday. 


National mourning was ordered for 


today and Wednesday, and flags will 
flv at half staff for 10 days. 


Burial will be at the tree-lined Chaca- 


rita cemetery in the western part of 
Buenos Aires. 


Peron's -43-year-old widow is the first 


woman chief executive in traditionally 
male-dominated 
Latin America, but 


there was no assurance that she would 
remain in office for the five years and 
four months remaining in his term. 


Unlike Peron's second wife, the 


adored and dynamic Eva Duarte, Isa- 
bel Peron has no political following of 
her own, has exerted little or no per- 
sonal influence on the country's poli- 
tics, is a novice at the business of gov- 
e r n m e n t , and was elected vice 
president nine months ago only be- 
cause her husband insisted on her 
being his running mate. 


Meanwhile, the Peronist movement 


is badly split between conservatives 
and radical leftists who united only in 


their support of Peron. The powerful 
labor unions and the business interests 
are fighting the government's attempts 
to check inflation by a wage and price 
freeze. 


For the time being, however, no at- 


tempt is expected to unseat the new 
president and the country is expected 
to remain calm. Mrs. Peron, in a 
broadcast announcing her husband's 
death, appealed to "friends and adver- 
saries" to calm their "personal pas- 
sions in favor of a free, just and sover- 
eign country." The armed forces, 
which overthrew Peron in 1955 and 
ruled the country for 18 years, prom- 
ised to uphold the constitutional suc- 
cession, and all political factions have 
:xpressed support for Mrs. Peron's 
mandate. 


One of her first acts was to confirm 


all members of her husband's cabinet.

"I went in to 
talk to him last week and said I might 
quit if I thought it would be impossible 
for me to do my job this fall, but we 
just left it up in the air." 


Knapp, who said he has seen the 


photos but has no personal 
feeling 


about Miss Lewandowski's job, insists 
she quit. 


"She resigned. That's it," he said. 
"That's not true. He is very much

Miss Lewandowski, who uses the name 
Barbie Lewis for her part-time mod- 
eling. 


She said she does not believe publica- 


tion of her picture in the buff will af- 
fect her ability to do her job. 


"I'm still the same old me," she

I think 13-year-old kids can accept this. 
Besides, most of them will probably 
never see the picture unless their 
mothers get upset about it."

In the 
subsequent energy crunch it did its 
level best to propagandize oil produc- 
ers into making things tough for the

4th summit 
promised 
by Nixon 


MOSCOW (AP) .- President Nixon 


told the Russian people tonight that he 
will meet with Leonid I. Brezhnev 
again next year to continue the search 
for "a lasting peace" and a better life 
for them and for the American people. 


The President also 
acknowledged 


that he and the Soviet Communist 
party leader "have many difficulties, 
yet to be overcome in achieving full 
control over strategic nuclear arms." 


But he said in a prepared speech they 


made progress in three annual summit 
meetings and are "steadily building a 
new relationship that over time will re- 
duce the causes of conflict." 


The Russians provided the green 


room of the Grand Kremlin Palace and 
their 
national radio and television 


hookup for the speech. Relay to tne 
United States was also arranged. 


Nixon gave no hint of any specific re- 


sults from his on-going talks with 
Brezhnev 
in the nuclear 
field. He 


briefly mentioned new accords on 
health and housing and said, "They 
will give the people of both of our coun- 
tries a positive stake in peace." 


Nixon's speech was on the eve of the 


windup of his third summit with Brezh- 
nev and followed a new round of talks 
with him. 


"We have been able to meet this 


year, as we will meet again next year, 
not in an atmosphere of crisis, but 
rather in an atmosphere of confidence 
— confidence that the work we have 
embarked on is going forward," Nixon 
said. 


"In fact, it might be said that the 


most remarkable thing about this sum- 
mit meeting is that it is taking place so 
routinely, so familiarly — as part of a

seemed inconceivable just a few short 
years ago." 


Nixon did not say where the fourth 


summit would take place and he made 
no mention of an impeachment drive in 
Congress that if successful could re- 
move him from office by 1975. 


Presumably, Brezhnev would come 


to the United States since the two lead- 
ers have been alternating as hosts. 


"Peace is not only a condition," the 


President said while advancing a 
fourth summit round. "If it is to last, it 
must also be a continuing process." 


When the summit sessions first be- 


gan in 1972, Nixon said, "Both sides 
were venturing into the untried waters 
of something new." But now, he said, 
"We and the leaders of the Soviet 
Union have come to know one another. 
Each of us has a much fuller under- 
standing of the policies of the other 
country, even where those policies dif- 
fer." 


In his remarks the President seemed 


to be emphasizing his role at the sum- 
mit and the experience he has gained 
dealing with Brezhnev. 


Recalling the U.S.-Soviet alliance in 


World War II, he said, "Together, we 
won the victory." But, he went on, "In 
some ways the building of a lasting 
peace is even more difficult than wag- 
ing war because it is more complex. 
We must bring to the task of building 
that peace the same kind of courage, 
stamina and dedication that inspired 
us in our struggle for victory in war." 


As a "striking example" of peace- 


time cooperation between the two pow- 
ers he referred to the Soyuz-Apollo 
space mission that plans on sending So- 
viet and American spacemen on a 
space flight together. 


Jaworski denies 
he named Nixon 
as coconspirator 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Special pros- 


ecutor Leon Jaworski has denied it was 
his idea for the Watergate grand jury 
to name President Nixon as an unin- 
dicted coconspirator. 


"The grand jury ... and not merely 


the prosecutor made this important de- 
termination in the first instance," Ja- 
worski told the Supreme Court Mon- 
day. 


Jaworski and White House attorney 


James D. St. Clair filed final briefs 
with the court in preparation for argu- 
ments next Monday on the President's 
resistance to a lower court subpoena 
for potential Watergate cover-up evi- 
dence. 


The grand jury's action in naming 


Nixon as an unindicted coconspirator is 
a key issue in the argument because 
Jaworski relied on that action in oppos- 
ing efforts of presidential lawyers to 
quash the subpoena. 


In Monday's brief, St. Clair said, 


"Presumably the special prosecutor 
advised the grand jury to make this 
finding, and did so with the thought 
that it would strengthen his hand in li- 
tigation such as the present case."

Butterfield opens final 
phase of Judiciary probe 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Alexander 


Butterfield, a star witness at the Sen- 
ate Watergate hearings last summer, 
was the first witness before the House 
Judiciary Committee today as it opened 
the final phase of its impeachment in- 
quiry. 


Butterfield, who disclosed the exis- 


tence of President Nixon's secret tap- 
ing system, faced a day of questioning 
behind closed doors about the oper- 
ations of the White House staff during 
the period of the Watergate investi- 
gation 


Now head of the Federal Aviation Ad- 


ministration, Butterfield was Nixon's 
appointments secretary at the time. 


The committee, which has received a 


vast amount of evidence concerning the 
activities of Nixon's aides, wants to see 
how it relates to Nixon himself. 


"I t h i n k Butterfield can show 


whether Nixon operated in a vacuum, 
with his aides just running loose out 
there," said Rep. Ed Mezvinsky, D- 
lowa. "He could be a significant wit- 
ness." 
However, Rep. Trend Lott, R-Miss., 


said he thought calling Butterfield was 
a waste of time. "What's he gonna tell 
us, that the Oval Office is oval?" 


Butterfield arrived at the com- 


mittee's Rayburn Office Building Suite 


25 minutes ahead of the 9:30 a.m. start- 
ing time but rushed in thinking it be- 
gan at 9 a.m. and that he was five min- 
utes late. 


He is the first of 10 witnesses the 


committee has listed as possible sub- 
jects for examination before July 12, 
when it is due to stop taking evidence 
and start deliberating on proposed arti- 
cles of impeachment. 


Today was also a deadline for four 


subpoenas issued by the committee for 
49 tapes conversations relating to vari- 
ous subjects under investigation. 


Nixon's chief impeachment lawyer, 


James D. St. Clair, had notified the 
committee earlier that with Nixon out 
of the country a response to the sub- 
poena would be delayed. 


The four subpoenas were issued June 


24. They sought conversations related 
to the ITT antitrust case, milk pro- 
ducer campaign donations, alleged im- 
proper use of the Internal Revenue 
Service and domestic surveillance. 


Nixon has said he will honor no more 


subpoenas for White House tapes. 


Six of the 10 witnesses to come before 


the Judiciary Committee have been 
suggested by St. Clair.

previous decision, said Monday he will 
recommend that all six be called.

sources and saving of energy. 


The kitchen and sanitary items you 


use—such as napkins, paper towels, 
toilet tissues—could contain recycled 
fibers, so could the cartons of cereal, 
soap and other dry groceries you buy 
and the shoe boxes and the boxes you 
take home from the department store;

Boxboard, construction paper and 


corrugated materials now made largely 
of recycled fibers easily could be made 
with 100 per cent of the secondary 
fibers. 


Program didn't go far enough 


Although the GSA a full two years 


ago expanded the federal government's 
recycled materials requirements after 
a thorough "test program," and al- 
though this was a step in the right di- 
rection, it didn't go far enough and 
even this modest program hasn't been 
picked up by the many thousands of 
companies, other government agencies, 
manufacturers and suppliers across 
the U.S. Some Congressmen, in fact, 
had to buy their own recycled paper 
from private sources before they could 
get the regular Capitol Hill supply 
room to stock it. 


What can you do, as an individual? 
Urge the supplier or manufacturer 


you deal with to use and identify re- 
cycled paper. (And don't be confused 
by terminology. "Recyclable" on a car- 
ton means only that it can be recycled; 
"recycled" means that it already has 
been). 


Demand recycled fibers in the prod- 


ucts you buy.

During my years of writing about 


children 1 have amassed a small moun- 
tain of information. My library is 
stocked with books, research papers, 
professional and government publica- 
tions dealing with medical, social, cul- 
tural, learning, child development and 
family problems and their solutions. If 
all parents were required to read even a 
portion of this material, they'd never 
have time to raise their children, go to 
work or manage their homes. 


There's just too much information 


around. I try, in this column, to narrow 
it down. But the complications of con- 
temporary life and the variety of per- 
sonalities and circumstances make it 
impossible to provide simple or easy 
answers that apply to everyone. And so, 
rather than trying to answer every 
problem, I shall increasingly offer lists 
of questions and where to find answers 
from sources in your own neighborhood 
and community. Then you can discover 
solutions that apply specifically to your 
child and family. 


If your child, for example, has a 


reading problem in school, here are 
some of the questions to ask: 


1. When did my child have his or her 


last complete physical check-up includ- 
ing eyesight and hearing tests? 


2. What, when and how often does my 


child eat "junk food" snacks and drink 
sodas during the day? (Keep a daily 
record for two weeks.) 


3. How much TV does my child watch 


on an average week and weekend day?

Too many children given 
drugs for hyperactivity 


Battle of sexes goes on and on 


CHICAGO (AP) — About twice as 


many children are being given drugs 
for hyperactivity as should be, says an 
Ohio researcher. 


He says the drugs are administered 


for the benefit of teachers and parents 
who simply want to control unruly chil- 
dren. 


The researcher. Dr. Herbert E. Rie, 


told a session at the American Medical 
Association's annual meeting Tuesday 
that children who have not been thor- 
oughly examined are being 
labeled 


hyperactive. 


The diagnosis, and prescription of 


drugs, is being made on the basis of 
parents' and teachers' reports and su- 
perficial examination of the child, he 
claimed. 


Rie, 
professor of pediatrics and 


psychology at Ohio State University, 
told newsmen later that about 4 per 
cent of children are deemed hyperac- 
tive, while probably only 2 per cent ac- 
tually are, based on thorough neuro- 
l o g i c a l 
a n d 
p s y c h o l o g i c a l 


examinations. 


The child's agitated behavior may 


grow out of environmental and not 
neurological conditions, he said. 


"It is my impression that the physi- 


cian 
often 
relies 
upon parental or 


school complaints as the primary basis 
for his diagnosis of hyperactivity," Rie 


said. "Kids whom people don't tolerate 
for many reasons are given this la- 
bel.". 


Stimulant medications, which have 


the effect of making children more 
tranquil, have been considered to make 
children more attentive and thereby 
enable them to learn more. 


But Rie said just because they're 


quiet doesn't mean they're learning 
any more. And studies at Ohio State 
have shown that learning is not in- 
creased, he added. 


Tests involving more than 80 children 


over the past three years have shown 
that the drugs have no effect on scho- 
lastic achievement, he said. 


Rie said that paradoxically, under- 


achieving chiktren who are disruptive 
receive attention and special help, but 
after they are drugged into submission 
they are ignored because they are 
quiet. 


He said hyperactivity may cam- 


ouflage a child's other problems and 
treating this behavior alone may be 
inadequate. He said children should be 
evaluated for learning difficulties or 
emotional problems so that these prob- 
lems might be treated if they are the 
cause of the child's difficulties. 


"Women and men don't like each 


other very much anymore. Maybe 
we're not at war, exactly, but what pre- 
vails between us is surely a state of un- 
pleasantness," writes Jane Howard, 
author of, "A Different Woman," in a 
current magazine. 


According' to Howard, this uneasy 


truce has arisen from the unwilling- 
ness of women to let themselves be de- 
fined by men. Men are puzzled because 
women are suddenly, or so it seems to 
them, rebelling against being defined. 
"Grateful not to have to take charge of 
ourselves, we allowed this to happen," 
she explains. "Whatever they wanted 
us to be, we were. Rarely did we see 
ourselves other than their daughters, 
their wives, their mothers. If we spent 
energy on other pursuits we felt apo- 
logetic about it." 


Now that women are beginning to ask 


for definitions beyond the biological, 
indeed to consider pursuits every bit as 
complex and absorbing as those of the 
opposite sex, men are beginning to 
squirm. "The message they (men) got 
was that we would be forever on call or 
at their sides, helping to chase what- 
ever dreams they decreed, never mind 
our own. It stuns them to learn that 
their pre-occupations do not neces- 
sarily or automatically enchant us." 


Lack of communication also adds to 


the confusion between the sexes. Men 
have to learn to talk to women — not 
about the gross national product or how 
many miles they get to the gallon, but 
about subtler, more immediate things. 


Howard admits this is hard for both 


sexes to do. "Often, in talking to men, I 
find myself censoring a lot of things 
that occur to men, on ground that they 
won't understand or might be hurt. 


Spontaneity withers, replaced 
by a 


numb and frightening politeness." She 
observes that men often have a hard 
time even talking to each other, that 
they just go through conversational rit- 
uals. 


She sees women as adventurous, 


open, excited — miles ahead of men 
whom she described as resigned and 
stuck, not wanting to hear about any- 
thing startling. "If men really are so 
far behind women," concludes Howard, 
"then for their sakes and ours we had 
better wait for them to catch up. We 
had better wait with patience, courage, 
and if we can summon it, perhaps even 
a little humor."

sense. Then act according to your' 
child's best interests.

answers and making decisions for your 
child is yours, even at the risk of making' 
some mistakes now and then. A far 
grea;er danger than making mistakes is 
to abandon decision making to others. 
No one knows your child's traits and 
abilities better than you do. No one 
knows the intimate details of your cir- 
cumstances but you.

West opened the five of spades, East 


put up the queen, and South won with 
the king. Declarer saw that he had to 
develop the diamonds without giving 
East the chance to lead a spade 
through the jack. 


South led a heart to dummy's jack 


and returned a low diamond 
from 


dummy. If East had been able to play 


the deuce of diamonds, South was 
ready to duck and let West win. When 
East played the eight of diamonds, 
however, South had to put up the ace. 


BIG CHANCE 


This was West's big chance. He 


should have cut loose from the queen of 
diamonds by dropping it under de- 
clarer's ace. 


As it happened, however, West didn't 


like to waste high cards. He played the 
deuce of diamonds, saving the queen 
for whatever good it might do him. 


South led a low diamond and smiled 


brightly when West played the queen. 
Naturally, declarer let West win the 
trick. 


What could West do: If he led an- 


other spade, South's jack would win a 
trick. If West led anything else, South 
would take the rest of the diamonds for 
a total of 10 tricks. 


The result would be different if West 


dropped the queen of diamonds on the 
first round of that suit. South would 
have to give a diamond trick to East if 
he persisted with the suit. Then a 
spade return by East would allow West 
to defeat the contract with four spade 
tricks. 


DAILY QUESTION 


Partner bids one spade, and the next 


player passes. You hold: S-A 10 8 5 2 
H- 8 4 3, D- Q 2, C- 7 4 2. What do you 
say?

Director offers food saving tips 


Rising prices, along with threatened 


shortages of commercially processed 
fruits and vegetables, have sent mil- 
lions of Americans back to the soil this 
year. Hoping to save on future grocery 
bills by growing their own produce in 
home or community gardens, they've 
put a sudden strain on supplies of 
seeds, fertilizer, and gardening tools. 


Also affected are sales of home freez- 


ers, as well as those of canning and 
freezing supplies, according to Pauline 
Church, home service advisor for a 
food container manufacturer in Chi- 
cago. 


"The nation's freezer manufacturers 


expect to ship a total of 2,305,000 chest 
and upright freezers in 1974, according 
to the Association of Home Appliance 
Manufacturers," she noted. "This fig- 
ure is lower than last year's whopping 
2,415,000, however, because material 
shortages resulting from the energy 
crisis have limited production. 


The combination of increased 
de- 


mand and restricted raw materials out- 
put is also putting many freezer sup- 
plies on the hard-to-get list, though 
companies are giving top priority to 
these essential items. 


Whether you're growing your own 


produce to freeze, watching for sea- 
'sonal specials at market, or both,you 
need a carefully drawn up freezer food 
plan to get the most savings and eating 
pleasure from your efforts, Church em- 
phasized. 


"Just as you allocate ground in a 


garden according to family likes and 
dislikes, so should you assign freezer 
space to suit your eating needs in fu- 
ture months," she suggested. "Allow 
lor some flexibility so you can take ad- 
vantage of a bountiful harvest or unex- 
pected good buys, but don't get carried 
away by bargains to the point of crowd- 
ing out more essential foods." 


Generally speaking, freezer effi- 


ciency depends on adequate turnover of 
contents. While some foods can be 
stored safely for over a year, there's 
also the cost of keeping them frozen to 
consider For each pound of food stored 
in a conventional 16-cubic-foot freezer 
for a full year with no turnover, for in- 
stance, the freezer operating cost adds 
up to about 10 cents. If all contents 
were consumed and replaced 
three 


times within that year, this figure 
would drop to around six cents per 
pound. If yours is a no-frost freezer, in- 
crease both costs by two or three pen- 
nies. 


"To accurately measure savings, in 


other words, you'd have to compare the 
combined costs of the food itself, pack- 
aging it, and maintaining it at sub-zero 


temperatures with what you'd pay for 
the same item for immediate use," the 
home service advisor pointed out. 


"But since no one can predict what 


prices will be six months from now, or 
even what will be available, even this 
rule is losing some of its validity," she 
admitted. 


One area where you can count on sav- 


ing money in the long run is in your 
choice of freezer packaging materials 
and containers. Good quality plastic 
containers, which you can clean, store, 
and re-use indefinitely, actually are a 
bargain. Not only can they be recycled; 
they also make good use of precious 
freezer space and provide maximum 
protection for the food inside. 


Since fresh produce should be pro- 


cessed, packaged, 
and frozen 
as 


quickly as possible, it pays to organize 
your equipment ahead of time, accord- 
ing to the home service director. You 
should make sure the freezer has been 
defrosted and cleaned, if needed, be- 
fore you're ready to put up that first 
batch of green beans or strawberries. 
Your supply cupboard should contain 
the needed number of containers in 
convenient sizes, so you won't have to 
waste valuable time shopping when you 
should be packing and freezing. 


Get up early 
to beat the heat 


You can beat the heat — somewhat — 


but it involves getting up early in the 
morning. 


The advice to start the day early, af- 


ter getting sufficient sleep, is designed 
to avoid the sun, and the hours of the 
day that are the hottest. Early morning 
and dusk are the best times to work on 
a garden, do housework, and to accom- 
plish projects that require a great deal 
of energy. 


Wear light, loose clothing. Take a 


shower twice a day, if convenient. To 
avoid drying out skin, and to keep it 
soft and protected, you can use a liquid 
skin cleanser. 


Many people find daily shampooing 


especially 
refreshing during warm 


weather months. 


The American Medical Association 


advises keeping to your regular diet. 
"Don't go overboard on cold cuts and 
salads unless you like them anyway," a 
bulletin from the AMA advises. How- 
ever, drinking more liquids than usual 
is considered good. Take extra salt only 
on a physician's advice.

No big change for Lawrence 
between Durkee, Morrison

The Appleton Street and Sanitation 


Committee turned aside recommenda- 
tions from three area residents and the 
department of public works Monday 
and approved, a reconstruction plan for 
Lawrence Street that does not call for a 
major change between Morrison and 
Durkee streets. 


The approval 
followed 
the public 


works department's first effort at hold- 
ing preliminary hearings on major pro- 
posed street projects before drawing 
up plans for them. 


The new effort — aimed at nipping 


project opposition in the bud — was 
praised by members of the committee 
Monday. 


The committee's recommendation for 


the Lawrence Street project, which 
does not include the department recom- 
mendation to narrow the street east of 
Morrison in order to discourage its use, 
was made with a 2-1 vote. 


Aid. Lois Mittlestadt (6th) favored 


the department recommendation. She 
voted "no" to the plan that would leave 
the Durkee-Morrison stretch of Law- 
rence about the same as it is now. 


Committee members Aldermen Rob- 


ert Safford (7th) and Glenn Thompson 
(13th) did not think the department 
plan would discourage use of the Law- 
rence-Durkee stretch that surrounds 
the YMCA. 


Thompson contended that the propo- 


sal to narrow the pavement to one, 16- 
foot lane immediately east of the Mor- 
rison intersection — and then widen it 
back to 32 feet further east — would 
create a bottleneck. 


At a public hearing before the com- 


mittee decision, three area residents, 
including a representative 
of the 


YMCA, asked the committee to approve 
a third alternative for the Lawrence- 
Durkee stretch: Reverse the present 
one-way direction and narrow the pave- 
ment. That, they contended, would al- 
low the most safety for youngsters 
being dropped at the YMCA by auto be- 
cause it would place the passenger side 
exit next to the curb. 


Public works officials opposed it be- 


cause one-way traffic lanes would col- 
lide head on at Morrison. This, they 
said, is dangerous, and the committee 
agreed. 


The Lawrence Street reconstruction 


project is tentatively scheduled to be- 
gin early next summer. The plan ap- 
proved by the committee will go to the 
council Wednesday for approval. 


Total project cost is estimated at 


$210,000. The city is seeking to get final 
approval for federal funding of the 
project, which could leave the city 
share at about $84,000. 


Overall, the plan calls for widening 


the pavement from a present 36-foot 
width to 40 feet between Memorial 


Drive and Superior Street and making 
the pavement a uniform 44 feet be- 
tween Superior and Morrison. 


Lawrence, from Morrison to Durkee, 


and Durkee north to College Avenue 
will be reconstructed at 36 feet. 


The plan also calls for the pavement 


to be offset slightly to the north be- 
tween Walnut and Elm and Morrison 
and Durkee. 


Two lanes of traffic are provided in 


all cases, except at the Oneida-Law- 
rence intersection. There, as now, the 
parking on both sides will be elimi- 
nated to provide four lanes of traffic.

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County to seek written 
complaints on counsel

Written complaints involving the cor- 


poration counsel's failure to carry out 
committee directives will be sought 
from county board committees as part 
of the study into the operation of the 
Outagamie County corporation coun- 
sel's office. 


County Board Chairman Eugene Hig- 


gins agreed to the proposal, made by 
Supv. Eugene Kloes, "if there are legi- 
mate complaints and they are put in 
writing." At the same time, Higgins 
extended the life of the special study 
committee for 30 days to come in with a 
recommendation to update the ordi- 
nance governing the corporation coun- 
sel's office. 


Supv. John Schreiter, a member of 


the study committee, failed to gain any 
support from the coordinating com- 
mittee for his idea of making the office 
part time. Schreiter had argued that 
taking away juvenile court work and 
social services department work re- 
duced the work load enough that the re- 
maining legal work could be handled 
by a parl-time corporation counsel or 
on a contract basis with a local law 
firm.

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Bike proposal 
would toughen 
enforcement

A bicycle ordinance which calls for 


tough enforcement procedures against 
violators will be recommended to the 
City Council by the mayor's bicycle 
study committee. 


The study group, named by Mayor 


James Sutherland over a year ago, 
noted the concern about a need for im- 
proving enforcement of violations and 
recommended that the police depart- 
ment be directed to "initiate a pro- 
gram of decisive enforcement of traffic 
laws and safety regulations as they ap- 
ply to bicycle riders." 


The group adopted its final report at 


its Monday afternoon meeting. Gerhard 
Willecke, Appleton, heads the group. 


There has not been a strong enforce- 


ment program on bicycle traffic, and 
as Willecke noted m the report, the so- 
called bicycle problem is complex, with 
no simple solution. 


Under the current 
enforcement 


procedure against bicycle violations, 
which Police Chief Earl Wolff, a mem- 
ber of the committee, described as "to- 
ken," 
only "flagrant and repeated 


violators" were taken to "bicycle 
court," a formal talking-to by police. 
According to the report, "reluctance to 
enforce bicycle violations as strongly 
as motor vehicle violations was based 
in the past on the fact that most viola- 
tors were early teenagers or pre-teens 
who had not been properly informed by 
their parents." 


The new plan urges that violators un- 


der 16 years of age be ordered into 
"Police Bicycle Court," accompanied 
by one parent or guardian. Repeated 
violators will be remanded to Juvenile 
Court. 


Violators 16 years of age or older, un- 


der the plan proposed in the report, are 
to be handled in the same manner that 
is followed for operators of motor ve- 
hicles. According to the report of the 
subcommittee on enforcement, headed 
by. Wolff, 
this' would entail giving 


"warnings or corrections tickets for de- 
fects, and traffic citations against the 


more serious and flagrant violations 
necessitating court appearance." 


Police statistics show that car-bicycle 


accidents have doubled in the last two 
years. Most of the collisions could have 
been avoided had bicyclists adhered to 
traffic regulations. The new enforce- 
ment action to be recommended by the 
committee "would not only remind the 
public that bicyclists must obey the 
law, but would teach them safety pre- 
cautions and prevent accidents," as 
well.

Charles Breuning, Donald Day, Robert

safety consciousness" for riders of all 
ages. 


— That more bicycle parking racks

substantial and significant bicycle 
routes to the city. 


— That more information be gath- 


ered from neighboring municipalities 
concerning inter-city bicycle routes. 


— That publicity efforts, especially 


Bicycle Day held for the first time last 
year, be continued under the auspices 
of the Recreation Department, and 


— That a permanent bicycle advisory 


committee or commission be estab- 
lished to provide continuity to bicycle 
planning in Appleton. 


The report of the study committee 


also stresses that there are between 
3,000 and 4,000 bicycles on city streets

King, who joined the trustees on the 
roof inspection, agreed that the roofs 
were in bad shape, but he questioned 
the $120,000 estimate. He said he 
wanted to wait until he gets the archi- 
tect's report before deciding what ave- 
nue he will pursue. The report will be 
presented to the buildings committee 
on July 9, King said. 


King said he also wanted to look at 


the county's agreement with the state 
as to whom would be responsible for 
the cost if the entire roof has to be re- 
placed. 


Karras said the trustees nave been 


spending $1,500 to $2,500 annually to re- 
pair the roof, but it has continually 
leaked. "The architect says the roof is 
beyond repair," Karras said. He said 
the trustees also were told, after the in- 
spection, that the roof was improperly 
designed and that some of the edge 
flashings and joints were improperly 
installed. 


The school was built in 1959 at a cost 


of $500,000. A $400,000 addition 
was 


built in 1963. 


Supv. Russell DeLaHunt, who was 


one of the original trustees, said the 
school was built around a dollar sign.. 
"We told the architect he had a half-

"The two county 
boards must share the responsibility 
for not being willing to spend enough. 
We bought a cheap building and that's 
what we got." 


He added that they knew five or six 


years ago that a new roof was needed 
on the old section, "but it always was a 
problem of which county would move 
first." He suggested possibly patching 
the roof again this year and then budg- 
eting the money for 1975. 


Karras said, however, that the roof 


was so bad that it was almost beyond 
patching. County Board Chairman tu- 
gene Higgins asked if there was any re- 
course against the roofing company. 
Karras said he doubted it because the 
roof has been worked on by numerous 
repair firms. 


The sewage situation also is critical, 


Karras said. The school is now con- 
nected to the Appleton sewerage sys- 
tem because it was built before the 
town sanitary district went into oper- 
ation. A lift station was built to pump 
the sewage into the Appleton pipes. 


Karras said one of the lift station 


pumps failed about two months ago af- 
ter numerous repairs and the second 
purnp has now failed. Karras said that 
until the system is fixed, the sewer 
pipes at the school will have to be 
pumped out. He said the trustees be- 
lieved connecting to the town sanitary 
district was a better solution than re- 
building the lift station.

Campaign finance bill 
strengthened, signed

MADISON, Wis. (AP) - Gov. Pat- 


rick J. Lucey today signed the compro- 
mise campaign finance reform bill, 
calling it less than perfect and 
strengthening it with several line 
vetoes. 


The bill provides for registration, re- 


porting and limits on contributions to 
and spending by political candidates. 


Lucey, who admitted he did not agree 


with provisions allowing corporations 
to get involved in political campaigns, 
an illegal practice in Wisconsin since 
1912, said he did not line-veto that por- 
tion in order to insure passage. 


He said more election reform is nec- 


essary and called on the 1975 legisla- 
ture to give it a "highest priority." 


The bill, Lucey said, "is not a perfect 


bill. It is not the model its predecessor 
once was, but it does insure that Wis- 
consin can again take its proud position 
of leadership among those states insist- 
ing upon clean elections." 


The governor strengthened financial 


disclosure reporting by requiring that 
all local, state and national candidates 
include the names, addresses, occupa- 
tions and employers of all persons do- 
nating more than $100. The bill had 
allowed statewide and national candi- 
dates to make such information avail- 
able only when they involved contri- 
butions over $200. 


The power of an elections board 


created under the bill was increased by 
the governor's removal of the word 
"temporary" from the section provid- 
ing for legal counsel to the board to 
conduct investigations. If it desires, the 
board may now hire full-time legal 
counsel. 


Other vetoes closed loopholes that 


would have allowed nonresidents to 
make unreported contributions and 


would have permitted non-voluntary 
committees to escape contribution lim- 
its. The governor also included persons 
opposing or promoting referendum 
questions under filing requirements. 


The bill provides for: 
An independent elections board to 


oversee execution of the law, operating 
separately from the secretary of state's 
office. 


Registration of political groups and 


committees expecting to spend more 
than $25 on a political campaign. 


Reporting of the names and ad- 


dresses of all contributors over $10 and 
the occupation and place of employ- 
ment of all donators over $100. 


Contribution limits of $10,000 per in- 


dividual for constitutional officers, Su- 
preme Court justices and candidates 
for statewide offices, $5,000 for con- 
gressional candidates, $1,000 for state 
Senate candidates and $500 for Assem- 
bly candidates. 


Spending limits of $150,000 in the pri- 


mary and $350,000 in the general elec- 
tion for U.S. Senate and governor; 
$35,000 for the primary and $50,000 in 
the election for Congress; $50,000 in the 
primary and $50,000 in the election for 
lieutenant governor; $50,000 in the pri- 
mary and $100,000 in the election for at- 
torney general. 


Other limits are $25,000 in the pri- 


mary and $50,000 in the election for 
secretary of state, state treasurer, su- 
perintendent of public instruction and 
Supreme Court justice; $16,000 in both 
elections for state senator, and $8,000 
in both elections for state Assembly. 


Eliminated from the bill by the com- 


promise committee was a provision for 
public financing of campaigns through 
a $1.00 checkoff of states taxes.

The Outagamie County Highway- 


Committee is expected to submit a res- 
olution urging the county board to 
withdraw its backing for the Oneida 
Street bridge in favor of a bridge 
across the Fox River at French Road as 
part of the Tri-County expressway. 


Supv. Robert Weyenberg, a member 


of the highway committee from Kim- 
berly, said the resolution was to have 
been ready for committee consideration 
Monday, but the attorney who was 
drafting it apparently did not have it 
ready. 


Two towns and one village have al- 


ready adopted such resolutions and a 
second village is expected to do so 
tonight. 


Resolutions from the towns of Grand 


Chute and VandenBroek were sub- 
mitted to the highway committee 
Monday and will be forwarded to the 
county board by the committee. 


Weyenberg indicated he wanted the 


committee to act on a resolution in 
time for submission to the county 
board at its July 9 meeting. The high- 
way committee meets again tonight 
with the zoning and airport committees 
for a public hearing on an over-head 
restaurant proposal and may take up' 
the bridge resolution at that time. 


The county board last year approved 


paying one-third of the bridge cost, but 
not to exceed $3.5 million. Appleton and 
the state would also each pay a third. 


Weyenberg said "the handwriting is 


on the wall" for having the priority 
changed from the Oneida bridge to the 
French Road site. "The French Road 
bridge is a must to complete the ex- 
pressway," he said, "and the Oneida 
bridge is useless 
without the ex- 


pressway." 


He added that he felt the failure of 


the state to provide its one-third share 
of the funds during the special session 
of the legislature also put the bridge in 
a different light. 


Weyenberg conceded the county 


probably was obligated to contribute to 
the Oneida Street bridge if the city 
wanted it built. "But we can work to 
get .the priority moved," he said. This 
would affect the state's funding. 


There is little question that the com- 


mittee will endorse a resolution calling 
for a change in the bridge priority.

Pure milk and pure politics 


The dairy industry may promote pure milk. But it cer- 


tainly is not getting a reputation for pure politics. 


On top of charges that the Committee to Reelect the Pres- 


ident received illegal corporate contributions — a reported 
$2 million pledge from the dairy industry quite obviously 
for favors expected — come allegations that campaign 
managers for both Senator Hubert Humphrey and Repre- 
sentative Wilbur Mills also had accepted corporate contri- 
butions from the Associated Milk Producers, Inc. 


The charges are made in a draft report by the staff of the 


Senate Watergate Committee investigating various ques- 
tionable practices in the 1972 presidential election. Spokes- 
men for both Humphrey and Mills have commented that 
they shouldn't comment until all the facts are in but they 
knew nothing about such activities in their behalf. The 
draft report says that campaign managers pled the Fifth 
Amendment and refused to testify about the charges. 


The charges are another sign of the immensity of the 


task in cleaning up American politics and the vast role 
money has been playing. They also further suggest that it's 
about time for candidates to be aware of those who cam- 
paign for them, especially those who seek funds. It's just 
too easy to look the other way when one is not to be held 
personally responsible. 


New chance for peace in Ireland 


The new hard line by extremist Protestants in Northern 


Ireland has brought a soft response from the Republic of 
Ireland. 


The government of Prime Minister Liam Cosgrave has 


split with the opposition led by former Prime Minister 
Jack Lynch in recommending a tilting away from the long 
held Irish vision of unification. This might appear to be 
contrary to Irish dreams and hopes through the centuries. 
It also might be something that the people of the Republic 
really accept anyway — at least for the time being. 


Dr. Conor Cruise O'Brien explained the government's po- 


sition. "The Protestant majority in the North asks little 
from us except that we leave them alone. I suggest that we 
should be prepared to do just that, provided that they do 
not deny equality of status to the Catholic minority in 
Northern Ireland." 


That is a big proviso. It was the unequal status of the 


Catholics in Ulster, particularly in employment and hous- 
ing opportunities, that led to support of the terrorist taetics 
of the Provisional wing of the Irish Republican Army. It 
was to correct the inequities that Britain drew up the 
shared executive plan which militant Protestants now de- 
mand be rejected. The violence on both sides brought in 
British troops. 


George Colley, former Finance Minister in the Republic, 


instead suggested that the Republic prepare to face a civil 
war if the British troops are withdrawn. That would mean 
sending Republic troops to rescue endangered Catholics, he 
explained. But O'Brien pointed out that the full strength of 
the Republic military is only 12,000 men, three-quarters of 
the number of British troops now stationed in the North — 
and unable to keep the peace. 


Prime Minister Cosgrave did order new unarmed defense 


forces organized in each community near the border to 
guard against car bombs and check movements of known 
subversives. But he pointed out that Northern violence was 
already costing the Republic $100 million annually, not to 
mention its depressing effect upon the tourist industry — 
and the threat of more levies lost through terrorism. 


Cosgrave's government has not publicly or officially 


given up the idea of eventual unification. But it is suggest- 
ing that the time is not now. If the Northern Protestants re- 
act with moderation and intelligence — something they 
have not done in recent months — there could be a new 
chance for a grudging sort of peace in Ulster. 


Riding the Chinese yo-yo 


There is little opportunity in the Communist world to 


grow fat, sassy and secure. 


Currently the Soviet Union is switching around members 


of the Supreme Soviet just in case, apparently, anyone was 
feeling a little uppity. The Peking regime in China has its 
cultural 
revolutions-within-the-revolution 
and 
then 
a 


counter one or two for good measure. 


One Teng Hsiao-ping is one of those who has been riding 


the Chinese yo-yo for more than a decade. 


Teng was recently assigned to be a special Chinese repre- 


sentative at a session of the United Nations General Assem- 
bly. There was wide speculation that maybe this was a sig- 
nal that Teng would be the likely successor to Chou En-Iai, 
the aging Mao Tse-tung's aging lieutenant. Earlier Teng 
had been appointed vice premier after he was formally 
elected to the central committee at the 10th party congress 
last summer. If a few years were ignored it would appear 
that Teng had gradually climbed the ladder of political 
achievement from being a representative in 1961 at a party 
committee meeting in Heliungkiang Province. 


But in between there were some other interesting events. 
In 1968 Mao complained that Teng hadn't asked his ad- 


vice in six years. The editorial board of a university politi- 
cal journal found no less than a hundred reasons why Teng 
should be considered 100 per cent anti-Maoist. They in- 
cluded everything from discouraging the statements of 
Chairman Mao to being "the number 2 capitalist roader 
and power holder in the Chinese Communist party, the 
leading figure of the Soviet revisionism . . . a killer with 
numerous crimes." Teng even warned that improving agri- 
culture would take eight rather than three years and he op- 
posed educational reform and the Red Guards. 


The People's Daily then branded him as a "renegade, 


special agent, and counter-revolutionary revisionist." Teng 
was accosted by the Red Guards, tied, forced to wear a 
dunce cap and otherwise humiliated. 


Perhaps he learned his lesson. At any rate Teng didn't 


join Lin Piao as a passenger on an ill-fated airliner. In- 
stead he went to New York to the U.N. Conference on Raw 
Materials and Economic Development. And more than 
4,000 people, including Chou En-lai, were at the airport to 
see him off. 


But Communist politics are never over until the very last 


chapter and that part of Teng's life hasn't yet been told.

Lucey campaigns; likes what he heard, saw 


MADISON — Patrick J. Lucey, a politician of 


sorts since early boyhood, has a high regard 
for his own competence as appraiser of public 
opinion and deviser of campaign tactics. That 
explains why his chief staff assistants are 
young and comparatively inexperienced men in 
an office where predecessors have tended to re- 
cruit tested professionals as their lieutenants. 


The governor recently concluded a week of 


hard canvassing in central Wisconsin local- 
ities, mostly rural, and some of them with 
fairly consistent patterns of Republican sup- 
port in recent times. He is too careful to over- 
look the fact that campaigning from the office 
of governor is far more pleasant than cam- 
paigning as a mere aspirant for high office. He 
surely gave the difference adequate weight as 
he assessed his reception and the attitude of 
the voters he encountered. According to all ap- 
pearances, he was content with what he heard 
and saw. 


In Madison there is a disposition to conclude 


that the election to all intents and purposes has 
been resolved and that barring the kind of acci- 
dents the governor is not likely to permit, all 
that remains is to count the votes to confirm 
that Republican William Dyke is a loser. But 
the titular head of the generally optimistic Wis- 
consin Democratic party does not share the 
view — and even if he is tempted to do so he 
surely won't let on. 


There are a number of reasons besides the 


obvious consideration that the party machinery 
might sag dangerously with a conviction of 
easy victory ahead, not to mention the cam- 
paign fund check writers whose giving would 
dry up and who will be tapped several more 
times by the governor's agents and Sen. Gay- 
lord Nelson's men and the party itself before 
the verdict is written in the precincts next No- 
vember. 


Other factors are less visible. Perhaps only 


his closest associates know it, but there is an 
impression that Lucey as a personality is not as 
effective on the campaign trail as some of his 
contemporaries, and notably the other mem- 
bers of the current "Big Three" who are Sens. 
William Proxmire and Nelson. Some persons 
tend to regard him as somewhat dour, which is 
probably unfair and relates to his physical ap- 
pearance rather than his real personality. 


Lucey's most influential lessons in politics 


were taught during his association with the 
Kennedy family, which in turn leaned upon the 
professional public opinion pollster to an extra- 
vagant degree. Lucey is a profound believer in 
the value of polls also. Some friends suggest 
that the reasons relate to his own private reser- 
vations about his personality as the voters may 
see it as well as to campaign tactics, the defini- 
tion of issues and the other reasons politicians 
give. 


Even if such considerations, admittedly spec- 


ulative, did not obtain, the governor would in- 
vest every ounce of his energy and every tactic 
of his fertile skill, and every dollar available 
from financial supporters who give more freely 
to a ruling governor than a mere nominee for 
the office. 


He will want to demonstrate that he has won 


over adherents by his performance in office by 
getting a larger margin of victory than four 
years ago. There is in the heart of every politi- 
cian, who must have a substantial quotient of 
vanity to prosper, the desire to excel over other 
popular and successful leaders of the state gov- 
ernment. 


Lucev '< Republican predecessors of the 1940s 


and 
l'l5C>s, as he knows more expertly than 


most, were elected and re-elected by margins 
that wei.° more substantial than the Democrats 
have yet managed — with the exception of the 
Nelson ar.u Proxmire triumphs over compa- 
ratively little known adversaries recently. 


A solid Lucey margin this year, as in the 


neighborhood of a 60-40 percentage ratio — 
would probably bring control of the state Sen- 
ate for the Democrats as well as the continued 
rule of the Assembly. 


That would become a benchmark in modern 


Wisconsin history, and document beyond possi- 
bility of contradiction that this is a Democratic 
state and that he is its popular leader.

With all the diversions of the Presi- 


dent's trip to the Mideast, and now his 
trip to the Soviet Union, we are 
tempted to lose sight of the arguments 
now being considered by the courts: on 
which, conceivably, the future of Mr. 
Nixon will hang. Or. to put the question 
less particularly, on which the future of 
the American President 
will 
hang, 


inasmuch as it is Mr. Nixon's position 
that he is fighting nowadays not so 
much for himself, as for the indepen- 
dence of the presidential office. 


Concerning this, there is a great deal 


of hocus pocus. On the whole, the 
United States has profited from an ex- 
ecutive insulated from the whim of the 
legislature. But it has not been all 
good. At worst, it has made American 
presidents ineffective, and American 
congresses irresponsible. When a Pres- 
ident of one party confronts a Congress 
of another party, it is all too easy to 
blame each other for acts of national 
delinquency. 


On the whole, it would probably have 


been better if Congress had overcome 
President Hoover in 1931, dissipating 
the congressional servitude to Franklin 
Roosevelt that would accumulate two 
years later. And, on the whole, it would 
have been better if President Eisen- 
hower, during his six years as a minor- 
ity president, 
had accentuated 
the 


paradox and persuaded the voters in 
1958 of the dangers in a polarized dis- 
tribution of power between the execu- 
tive and the legislature. There are 
bards in American political theory who 
love it the way it is. In fact it has disad- 
vantages, and the argument now going 
on proceeds without any theoretical ref- 
erence to these disadvantages.

themselves might constitute a ground 
of impeachment." 


Years ago, the argument used to be 


on the question whether someone who 
pleaded the 5th Amendment as a 
ground for refusing to testify to a Con- 
gressional committee could do so with- 
out in any way prejudicing the moral 
or legal case against himself.

injuries last year 


The commission 
estimates thai 


419,000 persons, mostly children, were 
injured severely enough last year to 
seek treatment in hospital emergency 
rooms, making bikes the most hazard- 
ous of the tens of thousands of products 
the new commission polices 


Although the new standards will ap- 


ply to all bicycles introduced into inter- 
state commerce after the end of this 
year, those manufactured and distrib- 
uted before the deadline may continue 
to be sold 


To reduce consumer confusion, the 


commission decided that during the 
next two years new bicycles meeting 
the standard should bear the label 
"Meets U S Consumer Product Safety

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Cattle raisers seeking bigger share of profit 


BY LOUISE COOK 


Associated Press Writer 


The men who raise the steers that 


put beef on the American dinner table 
want a bigger share of your dollar. 
They say they'll go broke if they don't 
get it. 


Bill Frank has 130 head of cattle on 


his 320-acre farm near Hudson, Colo., a 
town of 450 persons on the plains north- 
east of Denver. 


When his cattle get big enough, he'll 


sell them to someone like Lawrence 


Second of a series 


Kentfield of Wilsonville, Neb., who fat- 
tens them on grain. 


Then 
Kentfield will sell them to 


someone like John Morrell Co., a pack- 
ing house that is part of United Brands. 


Morrell will slaughter the cattle, cut 


them up and sell them to someone like 
Pantry Pride-Food Fair, one of the na- 
tion's largest supermarket chains. 


Pantry Pride-Food Fair will sell the 


meat to you. 


The American National Cattlemen's 


Association, which represents people 
like Frank and Kentfield, estimates its 
members have lost more than $1 billion 
since September because of declining 
livestock prices. 


Perry Meyer, a banker from Ban- 


croft, Neb., told a recent meeting of 
congressman that his mortgage statis- 
tics are worse than at any time since 
the Depression. Legislation is pending 
in Congress for an open-ended emer- 
gency program of government-guaran- 
teed loans for livestock and poultry 
producers. 


Part of the problem is that there is 


more meat than any of the experts pre- 
dicted. 


More cattle were fed out on the range 


— out of sight of government analysts 
who check feedlots to try to figure out 
how much beef is on us way to market. 


In addition, cattlemen feeding their 


livestock on gram decided to hold on to 
them longer, waiting for prices to rise 
after government controls were lifted. 
The cattle got bigger than normal, pro- 
ducing more meat — and fat. And the 
prices paid to farmers didn't rise. 


Meanwhile, there was a backlog of 


cattle. Truckers' strikes meant the 
cattle couldn't be shipped to market. 
The backlog got bigger and consumers 
still weren't buying beef. 


Bill Frank has no outside help on his 


ranch. He, his wife and their 18-year- 


old daughter Dianne work the ranch 
themselves, raise calves until they are 
large enough to market as "feeder 
cattle" — animals that will be fattened 
up for the dinner table. 


Frank is still holding on to last year's 


calf crop because he hopes the price 
will rise. "We have an adequate supply 
of roughage to feed the yearlings, so 
we're just waiting to see what will hap- 
pen in the fat cattle market," he said. 


Ranchers in Florida, the nation's 


18th largest cattle producing state, are 
in the same boat. The ranchers produce 
2.2 million head a year, virtually all of 
them for sale to out-of-state feedlots. 


Last year, they were getting 57 cents 


a pound from feedlot operators. Last 
week, they were getting 25 cents a 
pound. 


"Two years ago, wire for fencing cost 


$9 a roll," says Jim Luttrell, executive 
vice president of the Florida Cattle- 
men's Association. "Today, it costs $36 
a roll. Fertilizer jumped from between 
S50 and $60 a ton to $100 to $120. And 
the same thing has happened in the 
cost of grass seed, equipment and 
transportation..." 


The price the rancher got for his calf 


declined because men like Lawrence 
Kentfield refused to pay more. 


Kentfield put 160 head of cattle into 


his feedlot pen on Feb. 26. The animals 
weighed an average 660 pounds and he 
paid fanners 42 cents a pound or about 
$280 each. By June 1, the cattle 
weighed an average of 1,025 pounds 
each and Kentfield estimated he had 
spent $120 feeding each one. 


Kentfield fed the cattle on grass and 


grain. He said that at current prices, 
cattle have to eat more than 45 cents 
worth of grain to gain one pound. 
Farmers with pastureland to spare are 
charging Kentfield 35 cents for each 
pound his cattle gain while grazing on 
the land. 


The price for grain and pastureland 


has doubled in the past year, Kentfield 
said. Corn that used to be $1 a bushel is 
$2.50; the pastureland price used to be 
17 cents a pound gained. 


Kentfield watched the price paid for 


cattle going down. He wanted to cut his 
losses and sell on June i. He was will- 
ing to take 33 cents a pound, but he 
couldn't find a buyer. So Kentfield de- 
cided to hold on to the animals and is 
still feeding them. Choice feeder cattle 
were selling for about 40 cents a pound 
last week, still below Kentfield's break- 
even point. 


He has $119,021 in loans coming due 


and doesn't know how he'll pay them. 


Kentfield hasn't panicked. He doesn't 


expect the bank to foreclose — "I'm not 
the only one in this kind of shape. If 
they take me, they'll take all the rest of 
them and 1 don't know what the bank- 
ers would do with all this." 


Kentfield made money in past years 


— his 1973 tax return showed a net in- 
come of $6,568 and he says his annual 
income through the 1960s and early 70s 
was about $10,000. And he plans to stay 
in the business. 


"If things get on an even keel and I 


could get the money, I could pull out in 
two or three years," he says. 


Bill Farr, the manager of a commer- 


cial feedlot near Greeley, Colo., han- 
dles many more cattle than Kentfield: 
30,000 head a year. 


He said there were several reasons 


for "the declining cattle market ... 
High feed prices brought about by in- 
creased export demands, high energy 
costs, higher interest rates, increased 
imports of beef, federal head count er- 
rors, the freeze and the (economic) 
phases and the truckers' strike were 
all external influences." 


"Internally, the industry over- 


finished too many cattle and we didn't 
promote the sale ot beef at the con- 
sumer level as much as we should 
have. Margins remained high and we 
became overstocked." 


Farr said the feedlot operator who is 


in the business for the long haul will 
survive. "There are several feeders 
who put cattle on the commercial lot to 
make a profit in the long run. They re- 
alize the market goes through peaks 
and valleys and they hope to come out 
ahead of the game." 


Farr says, however, that there are 


other types of investors in feedlots and 
they are the ones who are getting out of 
business. "The pure speculator. He 
puts his extra money where he thinks 
he'll get the biggest and fastest return 
... Now we had a lot of guys who 
jumped in last year when the market 
was strong ... They're not in the mar- 
ket now and I doubt they'll be back. 


"There's also the guy who buys cattle 


and puts them in a commercial lot to 
defer taxes. He's not really interested 
in making money on the cattle. He just 
wants to put off paying some of his 
taxes for a while. Now this guy doesn't 
want to lose money ... With today's 
market he's losing money. If he isn't 
out of the feeding business by now, 
he'll get out as soon as he can. The vast 
majority of our investors are in the 


business to stay. The speculator and 
the guy who wanted to defer his taxes 
are out." 


Montfort of Colorado operates both a 


feedlot and packing operation, market- 
ing more than half a million head of 
cattle a year.

MADISON — A recently-enacted law 


allowing students to be absent from 
elementary or high shcool in order to 
obtain religious instruction has not 
created any major problems, according 
to the deputy state superintendent of 
schools. 


Dwight Stevens, executive assistant 


to Dr. Barbara Thompson, said Mon- 
day that released time for religious in- 
struction has produced no visible signs 
of friction between the schools and 
churches and that the only problems 
have involved students who try to use 
the law to get out of both. 


"Everything seems to be going 


smoothly," said Stevens. "Our office 
has made limited contacts so far and 
we'll probably have more data this fall. 
But the school districts appear to be 
handling this situation well." 


As far as can be determined, none of 


the public or parochial systems in the 
Fox Valley were involved in released 
time programs during the past school 


year. 


However, a number of communities 


have organized planning committees, 
composed of members of the public- 
school administration, plus church rep- 
resentatives, to study the feasibility of 
this in the future. 


Only a few - Kimberly and Clinton- 


ville — appear to have specific plans 
for the fall term. 


The law, which was signed by Gov. 


Patrick J. Lucey in January, allows 
students who receive parental or 
guardian permission, to be excused 
from school from 60 to 180 minutes a 
week to attend religious classes outside 
the school. 


Supervisors of the religious classe.' 


are required to submit attendance re 
ports to the school principals. Steven; 
said that all school districts have in 
sisted upon compliance of this rule. 


What makes this law palatable tc 


school districts are provisions which 
make the organization sponsoring the 
religious instruction responsible for 


transportation to and from school, and 
which removes all liability from the 
school for students who are absent for 
religious classes. 


"There was some of this released 


time going on before the law was 
passed," Stevens said, "and we heard 
from a lot of school districts who were 
not happy about it." 


"But this new law gives the school 


district the flexibility to see that stu- 
dents can receive the religious instruc- 
tion," he continued. "It is an area that 
had to be considered because it is good 
for the child to have it. If he didn't get 
it during school hours, he probably 
wouldn't have time for it at night be- 
cause of extra-curricular activities." 


Stevens said that he expects more 


school districts to be releasing students 
for religious instruction this fall but 
emphasized that he also expects prob- 
lems to be minimal. 


"It's a situation that if you really 


want it to work, it will work," Stevens 
said. 


Mining operations to be carefully regulated

MADISON — For the first time since
